RF Safety Seminar 
The FCC RF Exposure Regulations 


The FCC announced changes, in 1996, to radio 
regulations that suddenly had hams interested in RF 
exposure. Ed Hare, WIRFI, ARRL Laboratory Supervisor 
has put together a workshop presentation that defines the 
new rules, clarifies what is required of hams, and explains 
the theory behind the requirements. 


If you have always wondered what happens with RF in 
the near field of an antenna, or if you want to know exactly 
how to use software to evaluate RF Safety in your own 
station, take part in Ed's 5-hour instructional seminar.
